Lesson  Summaries 
Lesson  6:  Decisions,  Decisions 
Summary 

In  this  lesson,  your  student  will  consider  how  he  or  she  makes  decisions.  Often  bad  decisions  are  made  when 
all  of  the  consequences  are  not  thought  through  completely.  The  lesson  gives  your  student  a strategy  for 
making  decisions.  In  Activity  6,  your  student  will  practise  the  steps  of  the  decision-making  process.  He  or  she 
will  think  of  options  and  consider  the  consequences  of  each  option  before  making  a decision. 

Learning  Outcomes 

It  is  expected  that  your  student  will  be  able  to 
• demonstrate  effective  decision-making  skills. 
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Lesson  7:  Learning  from  Life 

Summary 

In  this  lesson,  your  student  will  explore  the  idea  that  learning  is  a continuous  process  that  happens  beyond 
school  hours.  Your  student  will  find  out  that  people  learn  in  different  ways.  Some  learn  better  by  doing,  while 
others  learn  better  if  they  watch.  See  if  your  student  can  identify  the  way  or  ways  that  he  or  she  learns  best.  In 
Activity  7,  your  student  will  identify  one  thing  that  he  or  she  has  learned  by  watching,  asking,  experimenting, 
doing,  researching,  playing,  and  making  a mistake. 

Your  student  will  need  some  assistance  in  recognizing  that  adults  are  learning  each  day  as  well.  Discuss  things 
you  or  other  adults  the  student  knows  have  recently  learned  and  how  you  learned  those  things.  Stress  that 
many  of  the  things  learned  were  outside  a classroom  situation. 

Learning  Outcomes 

It  is  expected  that  your  student  will  be  able  to 

• identify  ways  individuals  continue  to  learn  throughout  his  or  her  life. 

Lesson  8:  Goal  Setting 

Summary 

In  this  lesson,  your  student  will  find  out  about  the  importance  of  setting  goals  and  how  to  set  and  plan 
short-term  and  long-term  goals.  In  Activity  8,  your  student  will  identify  a short-term  goal  and  then  plan  the 
steps  he  or  she  needs  to  achieve  that  goal. 

Learning  Outcomes 

It  is  expected  that  your  student  will  be  able  to 

• organize  the  steps  to  achieve  and  implement  a goal; 

• learn  about  short-term  and  long-term  goals; 

• make  a plan  to  achieve  a short-term  and  a long-term  goal. 

Lesson  9:  Volunteering 

Summary 

In  this  lesson,  your  student  will  be  introduced  to  the  concept  of  volunteerism  and  its  importance  in  the 
community.  Your  student  will  be  introduced  to  examples  of  volunteering,  and  he  or  she  will  discover  that 
volunteer  projects  cover  a broad  spectrum.  In  Activity  9,  your  student  will  decide  on  a way  that  he  or  she  can 
volunteer  at  home  or  in  the  community.  You  can  assist  your  student  by  discussing  possibilities  before  he  or 
she  decides  on  one  project  as  a volunteering  goal.  Your  student  will  make  an  action  plan  to  work  toward  this 
goal  and  complete  the  plan. 
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Learning  Outcomes 

It  is  expected  that  your  student  will  be  able  to 

• develop  and  apply  skills  for  personal  organization; 

• define  practical  volunteer  projects. 

Lesson  10:  Helping  Hands 

Summary 

In  this  lesson,  your  student  will  see  how  volunteerism  can  benefit  his  or  her  sense  of  self-worth.  Volunteering 
provides  a service,  but  it  also  provides  valuable  benefits  to  the  volunteer.  For  example,  volunteers  feel  good 
about  doing  positive  things.  They  also  may  make  new  friends  and  learn  new  skills.  In  Activity  10,  your  student 
will  evaluate  the  volunteer  experience  he  or  she  planned  and  acted  on  in  Lesson  9. 

For  the  first  part  of  the  assignment,  your  student  will  investigate  volunteer  opportunities  or  organizations  in  his 
or  her  community.  You  can  assist  your  student  by  helping  him  or  her  to  look  through  the  classified  ads  or  other 
places  where  volunteer  needs  are  posted.  An  organization,  such  as  the  United  Way  or  a local  church,  may  also 
be  a good  place  to  begin.  Your  student  should  understand  that  there  are  endless  opportunities  for  volunteering. 
Volunteers  coach  young  people,  read  to  or  gather  library  books  for  the  elderly,  help  with  community  projects 
such  as  environmental  clean-ups,  organize  parades  and  community  parties,  and  much  more. 

Page  87  in  the  Student  Module  Booklet  shows  a photo  of  a homeless  person.  You  may  wish  to  discuss 
homelessness  with  your  student.  You  could  also  explore  the  various  related  volunteer  opportunities  with 
organizations  involved  in  this  area.

Science  4 Final  Test 

If  your  student  is  required  to  write  a final  test,  you  will  need  to  help  him  or  her  prepare.  The  final  test 
will  cover  material  from  all  modules  your  student  studied.  You  should  spend  a few  days  of  “science  time” 
reviewing  what  was  covered  in  the  course  with  your  student.  Make  use  of  the  Assignment  Booklets  and  the 
comments  and  corrections  that  your  student’s  teacher  provided. 

Make  the  review  a chance  to  remember  the  major  ideas  developed  in  the  lessons  and  the  fun  your  student 
had  doing  the  activities.  Try  to  cover  all  of  the  important  ideas,  but  don’t  try  to  cram  too  much  into  any  given 
work  period.  The  final  test  offers  a chance  for  your  student  to  show  off  all  of  the  things  that  have  been  learned 
this  year. 

On  the  day  of  the  final  test,  you  can  help  your  student  by  ensuring  that  needed  materials  are  at  hand.  Your 
student  will  need  a pen,  a sharpened  pencil,  an  eraser,  and  a ruler.  For  some  students,  a final  test  will  be  a 
new  experience.  Try  to  help  your  student  be  ready  but  not  excited  or  frightened.  The  length  of  the  test  will  be 
determined  by  your  student’s  teacher.  If  all  six  modules  are  being  tested,  the  suggested  test  time  is 
100  minutes.  If  only  five  modules  are  being  tested,  the  test  time  will  be  shorter.
